Mostly  single.  Massive  flowers  and  spike.  A  splendid  class. 

Class  3 — Single  flowers  in  dark  blue  shades.  Some  with  white  and  yel¬ 
low  bee.  Splendid  for  contrast  with  the  light  blue  shades. 

Class  4 — Double  flowers  in  mixed  shades.  True  doubles  are  not  common. 

Therefore  we  class  all  shades  of  double  in  one  group. 

Class  5 — All  shades  mixed  single  with  a  few  doubles.  This  is  a  fine  class 
for  general  planting.  Splendid  where  a  large  amount  of  cut  flowers 
are  required.  All  inferior  plants  have  been  weeded  out  of  this  group 
and  we  feel  sure  that  you  will  not  be  disappointed  with  a  single  plant 
of  this  class.
